America and Alien Legislation. 


THE news that. the Senate Immigration Committee of the 
United States has rejected all Bills having for their purpose the 
humanising of present alien legislation in that country, even to the 
extent of preventing the breaking up of families by the quota system 
of admission, is matter for the deepest regret. It means that virtually 
all hope has to be given up of the United States modifying, in the near 
future, the attitude of selfish cruelty or cruel selfishness in 
respect to aliens, which has besmirched that Government during the 
Jast few years. There is, we feel, little good to be done by protesting 
against this state of affairs so barbarous and unenlightened. Our 
fellow-Jews in America have done their utmost in this direction 
without the least practical effect, and they are generously bearing a 
considerable proportion of the burden which so largely results 
from restrictive legislation there. But the anti-foreign, if it be not 
anti-Semitic, sentiment there, would appear to be growing 
stronger. For the Immigration Bureau of the Labour Depart- 
ment is now making arrangements to deyori, during the 
next few months, large numbers of aliens now living in the country. 
It is estimated that as many as thirty thousand are to be deported, 
many of them patients in hospitals and inmates of public institu- 
tions. Such an appalling state of affairs, such an ignoring of the 
principles of Liberty and Freedom, to say nothing of the demands 
of humaneness, it is difficult to contemplate in respect to a country 
which boasts of its high ideals and its world-wide liberty. It 
seems, too, impossible that a country, despite the bounding pros- 
perity and enormous wealth, shall be able for ever to continue 
this great wrong—this sin against God and against man—with 
impunity. Righteousness, we have the highest authority for 
believing, tends to exalt a nation. Logically, such a straying from 
the path of humanity and right dealing, as the United States legis- 
lation betrays, must tend to drag down a country until it bites the 
very dust. The question, however, arises whether the whole matter 
of restrictive legislation, as practised by all countries, should 
not be made subject to the rule of some central body, such as the 
League of Nations. We do not in the least agree that every 
Government has the right to open or shut its doors to the peoples 
of all other countries, merely as it may so choose to do. The 
day must surely come when obedience will be recognised to the 
great principle: “The earth is the Lord's,’ so that every man shall 
know that the whole world is open to ‘his choice of residence pro- 
viding that he is willing to take upon himself the burdens and 
responsibilities of any State he may care to inhabit. 


Anti-Semitism in England. 

Mr. CHARLES H. L. EMANUEL has much that is interesting on 
this subject to say through our columns this week. He is 
particularly fitted .to talk about the matter, because, as Solicitor 
and Secretary to the Deputies, a post to which he has always 
brought considerable ability and commendable energy, it is part of 
his duties to wateh very narrowly all indications of the Move- 
ment in this country. Mr. EMANUEL gives us the .comforting 
assurance that the waters of Jew hatred, which at one time 
splashed around somewhat ominously, have abated to a 
mere puddle. The chief reason for this is that anti-Semitism 
is an utterly un-English cult entirely antipathetic to English 
sentiment. That is not to say that it is impossible for it to 
become the vogue in England. National characters, as we Jews 
have often in history so bitterly learnt, change—and deteriorate. Mr. 
EMANUEL tells us that the main plea of the anti-Semite is that the 
Jew is not and cannot be a loyal citizen. It is a foolish argument 
which is constantly nullified by facts against which it issheer perversity 
to.contend. Yetitforms the coxner-stone in the anti-Semitic edifice, 
Whatever anti-Jewish agitation we have encountered in the British 
Empire began, in fact, with the challenge by the late Professor 
GOLDWIN SMITH: Can Jews be patriots? which he adumbrated and 
answered in the negative in the NINETEENTH CENTURY, the better 
part of half a century ago. The suggestion was passionately repu- 
diated by the late Chief Rabbi Dr. HERMANN ADLER, andit is distressing 
to think that the charge has recently to all intents and purposes been 
repeated, as regards a section, but a very considerable section of 
our people, by a prominent Jew. We drew attention last week to 
the groundless and dangerous allegation to this effect by Mr. 
CLAUDE MONTEFIORE. We hope he will see fit to give some 
explanation of his statement, or unreservedly withdraw it—till 
now he has done neither—and not be led into the absurd belief that 
his position venders him immune from amenities morally binding 
upon lesser fry. Mr. EMANUEL wisely says that the best way to fight 
anti-Semitism is to “show by our behaviour that we are good 
citizens.” But Mr. MONTEFIORE appears anxious to show that a vast 
number of his fellow-Jews, by reason of their opinions, are neces- 
sarily bad citizens, disloyal to the countFies of which they are 
subjects. We say this is totally untrue, and that Mr. MONTEFIORE'S 
assertion was based upon deplorable misunderstanding and 
unworthy prejudice. It would be interesting, to say the least, to

tolerance and broadmindedness. That would bethe plea, doubtless, ot 
this particalar Rabbi, if he were challenged in respect to his pecu- 
larly sordid action. And he might add that just at this moment 
there isa “good understanding’? movement in America—a sloppy 
wave of sentimentality in which some Jews and some Christians are 
wallowing. I have drawn attention to this distressing abnormality 
ol Judaism, & la Yank, more than once in this column, and have 
endeavoured to show how the interchanges of pulpit between 
Christian Ministers and Jewish Rabbis, and the meetings at which 
(lristians and Jews swear eternal friendship, are more likely, than 
anything that could be devised,' to exacerbrate any ill-feeling that 
may exist between those who thus show themselves unable to main- 
tain their own religious attitude with a modicum of backbone and 
some courage and dignity. Obviously, the surest way for gaining 
the respect of your neighbours is to be true without reserve to 
the principles you yourse if profess.

Whon the other evening Sir Philip Hartog delivered an address 
on Palestine before a Hampetenc id Jewish Socicty, the attendance 
was so notably sparse that the Rev. A. A. Green, who presided, felt 
himself constrained to apologise for the large number who were 
absent.

Dr. LEON REICH, who was warmly welcomed, speaking in German, 
said just as they were anxiously considering what was happening in 
Poland, so the Polish Jews were awaiting with anxious expectation the 
result of their deliberations and eagerly anticipated what they were going 
todo. The legend had been spread in Poland that the Jews were a secret 
power and that-all Jews acted together. They knew and the Poltsh 
Jews knew that that was not true. The Jews did nothing in secret 
and consorted against noboily. But where Jews were oppressed or 
in distress then they were all at one and neither channel nor ocean 
separated them, and those in better circumstances wert ready to stand by 
their brethren and to help them. For that reason he was glad to have 
the opportunity of taking part in their proceedings and to thank them for 
the great sympathy and solidarity they displayed towards the Polish Jews. 
He asked them to accept his assurance that though there might be 
differences of opinion as to what ought to be done, Polish Jewry was 
satisfied that they would act to the best of their power and conscience. 
Ue begged them not only to keep in touch with the Polish Government 
but also with Polish Jewry. They were engaged in a difficult struggle. 
He would not describe their situation, but they knew that the miserable 
cconomic conditions in which they were at present living were, toa certain 
extent, the result of political forces. They had been discussing Shecirta 
questions. In Poland they had had to fight against a proposal to prohibit 
Shechita and had been successful. With their help the numerus clanans 
had been climinated as a legislative measure, but in practice it was still 
in existence. They were in danger—and this might be new to them. of 
having a new electoral law which would deprive the Jews of an adequate 
representation in the Scjm, and ,would make it for the 
minorities, especially the Jews, to defend They 
would combat -this, too, with their help. Anglo-Jewry would, he 
was sure, help them also in regard to their economic diff 
culties, and assist them to overcome this difficult crisis which had 
brought the whole of Polish Jewry to the brink of the abyss. 
He was sure they would not desert their Polish brethren. The Polish 
Jews would hang on to the last ditch. Pericles once adjured the Greck 
soldiers by reminding them that they were falling for a fatherland which 
had justlaws. Whatthe Polish Jews demanded was that the State in 
which they lived should have just laws. Vor this justice they fought, and 
to obtain that justice Anglo-Jewry would heip them. It was a fight for 
civilisation, and he thanked them for the help which they were giving.

We must raise our voice in solemn warning and admonition: we 
ist protest with all our heart, soul and might against those *‘ New Paths,” 
which “ have made void Thy Law,” but all this will not avail ns much 
' we do not make a supreme effort to reinstate the Torah in our midst, 
within that portion of Jewry who still profess faith in God and in Moses 
His servant. We want aJewish Revival. We prate and talk much of 
the mission of Israel to the nations. But our first duty is to set up a 
iuission of Israel tothe Jews. The Torah, our very life-breath, is sinking 
into oblivion. The Sabbath, the fountain-head of our spiritual life, is 
alas! falling into desuetude. Our’ youths are drifting fast from 
ihe camp of Israel. And we, who claim to be the faithful in Israel, are 
‘omfortably at rest. There are individuals here and there who 
iehold with bleeding hearts and weeping eyes this process of decay 
and dissolution, but they feel powerless to stem the tide. To all 
these we wonld speak in the words of Malachi, the last of the prophets: 
“Then they that feared the Eternal spake one to another. and the 
ttternal hearkened and heard it, and a book of remembrance was written 
before them that feared the Eternal and that thought upon his name.” 
“ Union is strength.” We want an organisation for the strengthening of 
tiue traditional Judaism. 

We have organisations for the relief of starving Jews in the physical 
“sense. Why not have an organisation for the relief of those who suffer 
from a famine in the land, not a famine of bread, nor a thirst for water, 
but of hearing the word of the Eternal? An organisation that would 
agitate by means of the spoken and the printed word, as well as by other 
methods and devices, for the strengthening and uplifting of traditional, of 
true, Judaism in our midst would prove a great force, an immense power 
of incaicnlablegood. An offshoot of such an organisation would be the

To the Editor of THE JEWisH CHRONICLE, 
SiR, The Chief Rabbi's second sermon on the affirmations of Judaism 
has been quite disappointing, and in many respects even objectionable. 
Many, as you expressed it in an Editorial note, have been looking to the 
(inet Rabbi to show “ how orthodox Judaism is in no sense inconsistent 
“with the circumstances and conditions of modern life,” and there are 
‘hose who have been looking to be shewn—as it can be shewn—that the 
‘nndamentals of Judaism have gained and not lost by the progress which 
‘nankind has made in the domain of positive and experimental science. 
“o far, it cannot be said that the expectations of either have been satistied. 
_ The Chief Rabbi has chosen to postulate as a test of Judaism not only 
the actuality but also the istorical actuality of the Revelation at Sinai. 
Is such degmatism really necessary? And in what respect can the 
wuthority or validity of Divine inspiration be affected by the extraneous 
and adventitious circumstances of time and place”? 

There are many Jews to-day who accept unconditionally the moral 
«nd ethical principles of Judaism as being absolute and God-inspired 
traths ; but who, nevertheless, keep a reserved and open mind in regard 
‘o the chronicled version of the Revelation. The Chief Rabbi would 
“pparently exclude these from the fold of orthodox Jewry. Many-— and 
not the least reflecting or orthodox of Jews—will prefer to differ from the 
Chief Rabbi. 

ven more unacceptable are the Chief Rabbi's ideas on the cireum- 
“tances attendant on the Revelation. The Talmudists, our post-Biblical 
‘cligious authorities par excellence, have long ago settled the matter of 


Biblieal phraseology. They said: DIN Mat—" Tho 
forah has employed language in terms of human expression.” Such 
‘Dlerpretation is not only logical, but alone consistent with the Jewish 
conception of God. To adhere to a literal rendering of colloquial language 
or to descend to an argument as to whether God can or cannot speak must 
‘ound irreverent to Jews—orthodox or “ liberal”"—who conccive of Him 
oo Supreme Intelligence, Infinite and Absolute in all His Attributes,

In shedding, as “ Liberal” Jews have shed, this national element 
of Judaism, they have cut themselves not from the God of Israel—who 
is the God also of mankind and of the Universe—but from the House of 
Israel. Whither this severance will ultimately lead them the Chief Rabbi 
has conclusively shown in logic as in history. 

This is the true level upon which the quarre] between Traditiora) 
and “ Liberal” Jews rests.

FOUNDATION-STONE 


LAID. 


The foundation-stone of the synagogue, to be erected at 259, Lillie 
Road, was laid last Sunday.in the presence of a large gathering, by 
Messrs. I. Goldenbloom, H. May (Warden!. M. Laport, and M. Gershowitz, 
to whom silver gilt trowels were presented. The proceedings began with 
the reading of the Mincha service by the Rev. Mr. Amias. 

Dayan Dr. A. FELDMAN, B.A., said that it was a matter for regret 
that the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, who was to have been 
present, was suddenly indisposed. He (Dayan Feldman) had been asked 
to come and take his place in order to give them encouragement in the 
efforts they were making in establishing a permanent place of worship i9 
one of the outlying districts of the Metropolis. After recounting, briefly 
the history of the congregation, Dayan Feldman expressee the hope 
that now that the foundation stone had been laid, each resident in the 
district would actively associate himself or herself to the best of 
their ability with the work of completing what had been so well begun. 
The Shool, he said, must have an influence in their lives when they were 
away from it. He trusted that that House would soon be completed and 
that it would serve as a centre of Jewish influence—the best moral 
influence—in the lives of the Jewish population in the districts of 
Fulham and Kensington. 

Mr. Voss appealed to all to assist in the work of erecting that syna- 
pogue, and proposed a vote of thanks to the gentlemen who had laid the 
foundation-stone, 

The Rev. I. OSTROFF extended a cordial welcome to Dayan and Mra. 
Feldman and hoped that Dayan Feldman’s address would be an inspira- 
tion to the members of the synagogue. 

The Rev. P. 8. G. PROBERT, Rural Dean of Fulham, said that he had 
been very much impressed with that interesting Ceremony and with the 
inspiring address of Dr. Feldman. Looking at the wider and deeper 
problems of life there was not much that separated them. The Christians 
owed the Jews an immense aniount for the great ideas they had given 
them and for their great literature. He was deeply interested in all their 
history. He hoped that they would allow him occasionally to come into 
their synagogue so that he might learn Hebrew. 

In response to the appeal of Mr, Goodman, the President, the sym of 
L100 was collecte d. 

At the cdénclusion of the ceremony, a reception was held in the class- 
rooms. the refreshments for which were supplied by Messrs, M. Chaikin. 

The Synagogue when completed will have accommodation for nearly 
three hundred worshippers. There willalso be classes for the instruction 
of Hebrew and Religion. The ground for the erection of the Synagogue 
was purchased for £600 and the sum of £1,600 will be required for building 
purposes. The Ladies’ Society have given £120, and Mr. Goodiman, the 
President, has premised to give an Ark.

CCCXXXIX.—Rothschild. 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

The latest romance in the House of Rothschild once wore provokes 
the question, Why is the Jewish community inte rested in this family ’ 

I believe there is much truth in the popular instinct that the history 
of the Rothschilds is more than the story of the family ; it isalsoa chapter 
in the history of the Jewish people. Moreover, the story reads like a 
tale of wonder out of the Arabian Nights, and who ts there that is not 
attracted by the marvels and the mysteries of life” 

In the year 1743 there was born in a house in the Frankfort Jews’ 
Street bearing a Red Signpost (Rothschild) a little boy, who was named 
Maver Amschel. His parents were poor, eking out a hard livelihood ; but 
that was the lot of all their neighbours enclosed in thx Frankfort Ghetto. 
What else could Jewish parents in those days wish for their son than that 
he should become a rabbi? Mayer Amschel’s parents dreamed of this 
splendid eareer for their boy, and in due course he was sent to the 
Yeshiba in Fuerth to study Talmud and steep himself in Posekim. 

But fate willed otherwise, and Mayer Amsche! became a banker. 
He served his apprenticeship in Hanover, and before long returned to his 
native town to set up for himself. His caution, integrity and sound 
judgment brought him his reward, and be won fame as a trustworthy 
financial agent. Among his hobbies he counted the collection of coins; 
his devotion to numismatics led to his friendship with the Landgrave of 
Hiesse, who was also a passionate collector. 

In 1306 Napoleon drove the Landgrave into exile. Before he fled, the 
ruler handed over his fortune to the safe keeping of Amschel Rothschild, 
knowing that he could trust his friend and fellow collector. He was not 
mistaken: for when the Landgrave returned he received back not only 
his principal intact, but also interest. It was no easy task to ward off 
the greed of the invading French hordes, to satisfy the demands of the 
rough soldiers, even safely to bestow that which had been entrusted to 
him. But the skill and circumspection of Mayer Amschel Rothschild 
were equal to the occasion. The success of the man and the treatment of 
his friend were quickly bruited abroad, and Anische! Rothschild’s name 
stood for probity and honest déaling. 

He was doing well in business. All the while he was living the life 
of the Ghetto Jew of his day : those who have visited the family mansion 
in the Judengasse in Frankfort will recall the place pointed out by the 
guide where Mayer Amschel placed his Sukkah. The family grew ; 
tive sons were born; their story has been dramatically presented in The 
Five Frankforters, which I believe was also seen on the London stage 
some few years ago Like cvery Jewish father, Mayer Amschel was 
concerned with a Tachiiss for his boys. There was little scope in their 
native town; they should therefore go into the world to learn self- 
reliance and the ways of men. They took with them no small means and 
a conscionsness of their Yrechus. Old Mayer Amschel had inspired them 
with a sense of family pride and with devotion to each other. Solomon 
(born in 1774) was sent to Vienna: Nathan (born in 1777, died in 1836) to 
Manchester ; Charles (born in 1738, died in 1366) to Naples; and James 
(born in 1792, died in 1868) to Paris. The eldest son, Amschel Mayer 
(born in 1773), remained in Frankfort to succeed his father. 

The sons appear to have inherited their father’s business capacity 
and to have maintained his high standard of commercial dealing. All 
succeeded. Charles lent financial aid to Naples and to the Pope; James, 
who Heine knew, was courted by statesmen and diplomats in Paris; in 
Vienna, Solomon co-operated with Metternich ; and Nathan was acting as 
In the days when joint-stock banking 
was as yet in its infancy, the Rothschilds carried on banking activities 
with profit to themselves and with usefulness to the countries they 
served. 

Manchester before long became too circumscribed a field of activity 


for Nathan Rothschild, and he turned his eves southward and settled in

Hebraism and Hellenism.

5ik,--I find myself (and I do not think my essay as a whole commits 
me to the contrary) in complete agreement with Mr. Louis Zangwil!’ : 
opinions for the generous expression of which I beg to thank him. As 4 
Hebraist, | admit that “any system which abandons the ‘ here and now 
is spiritually inferior”: as a Realist, I think it is intellectually impo- 
sible. This should be clear from my description of the human mind ; « 
“one increasing process of generalisation " implying generalisation frow: 
particulars; from empiric observation: from the “here and now.” It i- 
essentially an extrovert process, which Mr. Zangwill will, no doubt, havc 
seen among chess players. 

But Mr. Zangwill, be it said with deference, has confused two issics. 
the subjective and the objective. His use of the word “ spiritually © 
indicates that he has mistaken fora description of an ethical system wh.! 
was really a study in psychology. ; 

My thesis was that the Hebraic mentality—being, as it were, at 2 
higher stage of evolution than the Greck—was able from that height t 
take a broader view of things generally, ethics included. The Hebrew; 
were abie to do what Mr. Zangwill admits the Greeks could not—vicw 
the logical faculty as part of the spirit. (This is what I call the warmt)) 
of Hebraism). They could sce man not as thing in himself, but in relation 
to God. They could conceive the “here and now” as part of time and 
space. Their view was an extrovert view of the “here and now.” Bu! 
they saw a “here and now” more extended than did the Greeks and 
compared to the Greek their perspective was introvert for they looked 
down into the valleys rather than up out of them. 

Therefore, against the Greek Hedonism the Jews had a broad 
Utilitarianism ; for the artistic limitations of the former, the latter had 
romantic art; and for their Priesthood, Prophecy. 

But I would not have Mr. Zangwill (as his references to positivism 
and Christianity indicate he -does) construe my description of Biblica! 
thought-extension as references: to “ofherworldism:” 1 am almost 
Karaitic in my regard for primitive Judaism, and I have been at pains to 
cisociate Immortalism and Metaphysics from Hebraism and to associat« 
them with the narrowness of Hellenism. And my theories do not preclude 
me from acquiescing in the positivist interpretation of the Bible. Mr. 
Zangwill’s reference to“ Christian inspiration ” then, is irrelevant, because 
I have indicated sufficiently in my essay, that is the outcome of a 
prostitution of Hebraism by Hellenism. There we find a confusion of 
introvert ethics very different from theconr»arative introversion of Jewish 
psychology which I have explained. This, I hope, wil! restore Mr. 
Zangwill's respect for my conception of Hebraism.—Yours faithfully,

Synagogue Compositions. 


“ Syn AGOGUB COMPOSTTIONS,” by Mr. Samuel Alman (“ Juwal,” Berlin), 
.jndness and fairness to the composer, should be considered from two 
\stinet points of view. As a collection of “ Synagogue Compositions,” the 
ork may be left to the judgment of the musician. But, as “ Synagogue 
“ompositions,” the volume includes items which are bound to provoke the 
.t anger of those who resent any lawlessness in the use of the liturgy, 
od demand that music must be the servant, and not the controller of the 
raver Book. The most reasonable way in which to urge this complaint 
to give specific ilustrations with definite references. 
Mr. Alman’s treatment of the Kedushah may provide the first example 
‘ his method to which strong exception must be taken. A reference to 
‘he Authorised Daily Prayer Book, pp. 160, 161, will at once disclose the 
oautiful symmetry of this feature in the service. The Kedushah is made 
'» of the following constituent elements assigned to the Reader and the 
(ongregation respectively: I. (a) Reader.—“ We will reverence and 
-anctify Thee. . And they called one unto the other and said”: ()) 
ngregation.—" Holy, holy, holy is the Lord of hosts: the whole earth is 
‘ull of His glory.” Il. (a) Reader.-—“ His glory filleth the universe. . 
Those over against them say, Blessed”; (+) Congregation.‘ Blessed be 
the glory of the Lord from His place.” Ill. (a) Neader.—* From His place 
way Heturninmerey . . . sayinginlove, Hear™; (b) Congregation.— 
* Hear, O Israel: the Lord our God, the Lord is One.” IV. (a) Neader.— 
“OneisourGod .. . To be to you fora God”; (6) Congregation. — 
Tam the Lord your God.” V. (a) Reader.—‘ Andin Thy Holy Words it 
is written, saying”; (b) Congregation.— The Lord shall reign for ever 
unto all generations. Praise ye the Lord.” VI. Reader.—“ Unto 
all generations we will declare Thy greatness. . . Blessed art Thou, 
() Lord, the Holy God.” ; 

In the first place, in none of his renderings does Mr. Alman seem to 
provide the music for the Kedushah in its completeness. In No. 41, the 
composition ends at V. (b) “ Praise ye the Lord” (p. 118). In Nos. 42, 43, 
46, the compositions end at LV. (a), “ To be to you for a God” (pp. 121, 123, 
134). In No. 44, the composition ends at IL. (») “ Blessed be the glory of 
the Lord from His place” (p. 125).. These renderings would, therefore, 
tend to train congregants to have an erroneous notion of the plan of the 
Acdushah, and to show a lack of respect for the remaining component parts 
of the Kedushah to which no music is supplied. 

In the second place, the effect of Mr. Alman’s music is to 
reverse the roles of the Reader and the choir, the Reader appearing 
to be responding to the choir, instead of the choir, as representing 
the congregation, responding to the Reader. No. 45 (p. 126) defi- 
nitely assigns to the Choir, instead of to the Reader, I.(a), “We 
will reverence Thee.” In the same No. (p. 129), III. (a), “From His 
place... ,” by the Reader, instead of leading up to the congregational 
response, III. (b), “ Hear, O Israel,” is made the response to the choir in 
the preceding section II. (b), “ Blessed be the glory of the Lord from His 
place.” In any other language but Hebrew such phrasing in a musical 
composition would be condemned as an insult to the intelligence of the 
audience. Why should it be tolerated by a congregation in Hebrew in 
prayer in the House of God? Further, Mr. Alman frequently leaves it 
ambiguous whether the Reader is leading and the choir is responding, or 
whether the choir is leading and the Reader is responding. Sometimes 
there appears to be a race for first place, now the Reader gaining, now 
the choir gaining, and, in the climax of the keen struggle, Reader and 
choir finish tegether in a dead-heat. Thus in Nos. 42, 43, 46, there is no 
breath or music left for the completion of the verse, for, as already stated, 
these compositions end with the words, “To be to you fora God.” The 
concluding portion of the verse, which properly forms the response, 
“Lam the Lord your God,” (Numbers xv, 41), is entirely omitted. It 
is by no means a petty demand that music in public worship should show 
a greater reverence for the text of Holy Writ, and, in this particular case, 
a bigher regard also for a great passage recalling the opening of the First 
onmandment.

hands were heavy” (Exodus xvii, 12). “And Moses 
I am slow of speech, and of a slow tongue” (Exodus iv., 10). 
Mr, Alman may be said to have furnished his own interpretation of these 
verses. In No. 47, the words “through the hand of Moses Thy servant, by 
the mouth of Thy glory, as it is said,” are worked and repeated to such a 
degree that the composition is suspended in mid-air, and there is no 
“trength left for the quotation from Holy Writ, Numbers xxviii, 9, 10, 
Which should have followed “ As it is said ” (Prayer Book, p. 162). 

All this boldness in handling the text is eclipsed by Mr. Alman’s 
setting for counting the Omer. The “Order of Counting the Omer,” con- 
tained in the Authorised Daily Prayer-Book, pp. 270-273, has received 
the sanction of three successive Chief Rabbis. Why, then, should Mr. 
Alman go out of his way to choose a different version of this service, and, 
further, proceed to edit his own choice? He omits the introductory 
sentence in which the worshipper invokes the Name of the Unity of the 
Holy One, blessed be He, and declares that he is intent upon fulfilling the 
precept in fear and love of the Divine Being. Does Mr. Alman think that 
this opening sentiment is not worthy of music? Then Mr. Alman cancels 
Psalm Ixvii., shuts oat the prayer, “‘We beseech Thee” (Prayer Book, 
Pp. 273), Which is beautiful even in the English translation, and, in addition 
to altering the werding, omits some phrases of Ribbono Shel Olom (No, 23, 
pp. 70-74). The exclusion of Psalm lxvii., and the prayer, “We 


beseech Thee,” is all the more strange dnd reprehensible, because © 


‘nthe original Hebrew text selected by Mr. Alman _ himself, 
these two items are specially described as the most. loving 
clements in the pious performance of the precept of counting the Omer" 
Psalm Ixvii., is-one of two psalins forming the prelude to the Service for 
the Conclusion of the Sabbath (Prayer Book, p. 211). Perhaps this fact 


provides the clue. Mr. Alman’s composition for counting the Omer is 
really intended for use only on Saturday evenings in those synagogues 
where there is but a sparse attendance on the Second Night of Passover, 
when the counting of the Omer begins. Psalm Ixvii., having already bten 
sung once in the service, Mr. Alman decided against its repetition the 
same evening. As regards the composition itself, the average worshipper 
will need the aid of a chartered accountant to reckon how many times are 
repeated the phrases “ye shall count,” “seven complete weeks,” and 
“ concerning the counting.” A musician, however, is supposed to be able 
to count time. But even Mr. Alman does not seem to be sure of himself, 
for, in the version he has selected and mutilated, he has taken the pre- 
caution to retain the sentence praying for forgiveness for any error 
committed in the counting. 

There are two concluding aspects of “ Synagogue Compositions,” 
which though not expanded on the present occasion, must, however, at 
the very least, receive brief mention. In the first place, Mr. Alman may 
like to consult the Shalchan Aruch, Orach Chayim, § 619, where Rabbi 
Moses Isserles, adopting the previous ruling of the Maharil, forbids 
any alteration in the traditional tanes of a community. In the 
second place, elaborate and intricate music, quite appropriate in 
opera or oratorio, strikes a severe blow at congregational singing. 
The strength of a service lies in the congregation and not in the choir. A 
congregation can exist without a choir, but a choir® cannot exist without a 
congregation. There are thousands of pious souls who can pray, and do 
pray, without the aid of music. Melodies can only have a chance of 
singing divinely te their cars and moving their hearts to spiritual depths 
when the music is composed to suit the words, when the text is not 


sacrificed to the music, and whenage-long prayers, sanctified by sorrow and : 


fortified by faith, are not made the toy of the caprice of the musician, 
even if and when he be a genius. S.L.

What is the main line of attack?

sfenuine belief that Jews are at the back of the Whole Bolshevist move- 


ment. ‘There is no doubt that the propaganda of Mr. Henry Ford has 
helped to foster that mistaken idea, and people who are obsessed by the 
Bolshevist menace fall a prey to the anti-Semitic virus. It is suggested 
that the Jew is not, and cannot be, a loyal citizen, and the proposal has 
been mooted that Jews living in this country should be disfranchised 
enmasse. It is rather curious that, when one can get at the leaders, one 
finds them ready to concede that there are many fine characters among 
the Jews, and many of them say they have Jewish acguaintances whom 
they thoroughly appreciate. In fact, the Jews they know they like, but, 
illogically cnough, the ones they do not know they credit with the posses. 
sion of every bad quality. Only the other day, Capt. Beamish, one of the 
most active of the English anti-Semites, told me that a near relative of his 
yhad married a Jewess, and if I remember rightly Mr. Belloc has or 
The line of argument scems to be this: Jews

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Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 


Aid for Polish Jews. 


Under the auspices of the newly formed Federation of Jewish Reilicf 
Organisations of Great Britain, a public meeting was held on Sunday 
afternoon at the Pavilion Theatre, Whitechapel. Dr. D. Jocheilman 
presided. An enthusiastic audience listened attentively to the various 
epoakers who, with the exception of Dr. Biau, all delivered their addresses 
in Yiddish. At the end many crowded on tothe platform with donations, 
and were enrolled as annual subscribers to the Federation. 

The CHAIRMAN stressed the fact that the organisation was non-political 
in character and wasin no way directed against the Polish Government. 
It was akind of Red Cross Organisation which existed only for the 
purpose of helping suffering and starving people. The Jews had suffered 
all through the ages and people were beginning to realise that cruelty and 
suffering must cease. They were banded together to help their three-and- 
a-balf million brothers in Poland, and sympathy with their aims was 
growing daily. 

Rabbi Dr. Jorn: BLAv said he was grieved that he could not speak 
in Yiddish, which was the language that expressed most vividly the 
feelings and soul of the Jewish people. But even though he spoke in 
English, his heart was with his brothers and their sorrows were his. 
Persecution had been the lot of the Jews, and they had lived through all 


their sufferings. Persecution codld never kill a people with faith and 
staunch courage. “Iam not afraid.” said Dr. Blau, “ for a people that is 
persecuted and that can survive all its trials—it will never die; but Iam 


afraid for a people that stands aloof and ignores the sufferings of its 
brothers. What is this talk of Eastern and Western Jews’? We are all 
brothers. East and West must come together, and read the same story 
ip each other's eyes.” Jews ought to be weary of this continual begging. 
They should proudly for their rights. They should take their 
destiny in their own hands and cease to be a beggar people. Their task 
to day was to provide funds to enable the Jews to lay the foundations of 
their cconomic freedom. He hoped that the Polish Government would 
realise that the destinics of Poles and Jews were closely linked together, 
and that they must work out their mutual salvation. He appealed to all 
to put forward their best efforts to help their people in distress. 

Deputy Dr. Leon Reicn told of the sufferings of the Polish Jews and 
the disabilities under which they laboured under a hostile Government. 
There were general, apd specifically Jewish, causes of the terrible 
economic crisis in Poland. The Government imposed taxcs on the whole 
of the population without any discrimination, but the laws were so framed 
that they fell more heavily on the urban populations, in which were com- 
prised the majority of the Jews. There was a stagnation in trade, and 
again it was the Jews who were hardest hit. On the top of that there 
Was a very Virulent anti-Semitic agitation in the country. The policy of 
excluding Jewish students from the Universities, although not legalised, 
was carricd out with deadly effects. The staple industries of the country, 
which had formerly been almost entirely in the hands of the Jews, 
were now monopolised by the State. The Jewish workers were 
thrown into the streets, swelling the numbers of Jewish unemployed. 
No Jewish worker was given work in these State-owned factories. The 
inpending withdrawal of the liquor licences from the Jews would 
deprive 50,000 Jewish families of their last means of livelihood. He 
appealed to English Jews to carry on their great tradition of relief work 
on belaif of the Jews all over the world, and help those in distress in 
Fastern Europe.

Fish Salad. 

Chopped gherkins, 2 teaspoonfura 
One lettuce. 

Two tomatoes. 

Mayonnaise sauce. 

REMOVE the skin and bones from the fish, and flake it. Cut the 
potatoes into dice. Mix together, and add the chopped capers and 
gherkins. Sprinkle with salt and pepper, and dress with mayonnaise 
sauce.

FREE CONCERTS FOR WORKERS. 

Jascha Heifetz, the world-famous violinist (says the Jerusaiem 
Correspondent of the DAILY EXPRESs), played to a sixpenny audience at 
Tel Aviv in order to give 10,000 persons, who were unable to afford the 
revular concert prices, an opportunity to hear him. He gave seven 
concerts in five days, devoting the entire proceeds to the advancement of 
musical education among Jews. 

He gave a free open-air concert to a large co-operative colony on the 
Esdraclon Plain, composed of 2,000 Jewish workers, many of whom 
trekked all day over dozens of miles to attend. The artist's stage was a 
rock, and the surrounding boulders served as seats for the vast audience, 
The piano for the accompanist was brought forty-five miles from Haifa.

Societies for their gifts of boots and clothing for the Passover. 

Rabbi I. J. Yoffey submitted a satisfactory report of his eXamination 
of the classes. He praised the work of the Principal, the Rev. I. W. 
Slotki, M.A. 

Rabbi Dr. B. Salomon, in reporting on the work of the Day Schools 
Committee. said the closing of the St. John’s School at the end of the 
month was creating a difficult position. Mr. Slotki and himself, however, 
were doing their ntmost to persuade the authorities to allow Hebrew to 
be introduced in other local schools, where hitherto no Hebrew instruction 
had been given. He appealed for more subscribers to the Hebrew 
Education Board. 

The Principal stressed the urgent necessity of more accommodation. 

At the conclusion of the meeting a tablet jerected to the memory of 
Mis. Hannah Sereno by her husband and children) was unveiled. The

Aspects of the League of Nations.” The Rev. Dr. A. Cohen, M.A. presided.

appreciate this Jewish requirement, as it effected the welfare of 
Jews in many countries. It was gratifying, said Mr. Green, to 
find Birmingham taking the initial step by founding the first Jewish 
Branch of the League of Nations Union outside London, and he hoped as 
a result of that meeting that all members of the community would 
strengthen the hand of the movement by joining their local branch. The 
lecturer referred to the question of Nationality and Internationality, and . 

said that Nationality had a lot to answer for. It was time more was 

heard of Internationality in place of the narrow limits concerning nations 
in which some people had chosen to confine their national ideas, He ; 
concluded by touching upon his life-long work of making their Gentile 
neighbours more fully to understand the Jew as he should be known, as 

an idealist, not a business man, and to realise that the Jewish people were ; 

a Race of Idealists, who suffered without demanding revenge, and took 4 
injury without bearing hatred.
